sons, raised the gun and fired the 
fatal shot. He foil back and expired 
in a few minutes. 


A few days ago Blower received a 


letter from his sweetheart in' Cali- 
fornia informing him that on Christ- 
mas day she would marry another 
man. 
From that tim'e he has boen 


drinking and gambling and on Satur- 
day night he lost his last c^nt. 


His mother and other 
relatives, 


who live in Rocklin, California, wore 
expecting him home for the holidays, 
but having no money and feeling for- 
saken he ended his lift; before any 
of the horror stricken witnesses could 
Intirfere.
